4. ITEM 6 PARA 2 ABOVE REFERS TO THE HO CHI MINH 
CITY-BANGKOK-TAIPEI FLIGHTS. THROUGH JUNE 8 THERE 
HAVE BEEN SEVEN SUCH FLIGHTS WHICH BROUGHT IN 1,233 
PERSONS, ACCORDING TO MINISTER SHEN ON JUNE 12. 

FLIGHT NUMBER 8 IS SCHEDULED FOR ABOUT JUNE 22 WHEN 
ANOTHER 150 PERSONS ARE EXPECTED. MINISTER SHEN ON 
JUNE 12 EXPLAINED THAT SEVERAL REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE ICRC WERE IN TAIWAN IN EARLY JUNE TO DISCUSS 
SPEEDING UP OF THESE AIRE VAC FLIGHTS; PROVIDED THE 
PROGRAM CAN BE CONTINUED TO COMPLETION, MINISTER 
SHEN EXPECTS THAT AN ADDITIONAL 1500 PERSONS CAN BE 
REMOVED FROM THE SRV AND BROUGHT TO TAIWAN; THIS 
WOULD BRING THE TOTAL TO OVER 2700 PERSONS. MINISTER 
SHEN (AS AMBASSADOR UNGER REPORTED PREVIOUSLY) 
STRONGLY URGED WE TREAT THIS PROGRAM UNDER ICRC 
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AUSPICES AS CONFIDENTIAL. 

5. ITEM 7 PARA 2 DESCRIBES THE BOAT REFUGEE SITUATION. 
THE CROC HAS RESCUED IN TAIWAN 220 SUCH REFUGEES. THAT 
TOTAL IS ONE OFF FROM THE U.S. FIGURE FOR A SIMILAR 
PERIOD APPARENTLY BECAUSE WE COUNT ONE CHILD BORN IN 
TAIWAN TO A REFUGEE MOTHER AS A REFUGEE; THE GROC IS 
APPARENTLY COUNTING ARRIVALS ONLY. THERE WAS A NEW 
ELEMENT BROUGHT OUT BY MINISTER SHEN ON JUNE 12 WITH 
REGARD TO PRESENT BOAT REFUGEES HERE. I.E. THAT THE 
GROC WAS PREPARED TO RESETTLE ANY REFUGEES AMONG THE 
PRESENT GROUP OF BOAT REFUGEES HERE THAT COULD NOT 
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CONFIDENTIAL SECTION 02 OF 02 TAIPEI 03780 

GO TO THE UNITED STATES UNDER THE U.S. PROGRAM EVEN 
THOUGH THEY WERE NOT REPEAT NOT ETHNIC CHINESE. 

THIS IS THE FIRST TIME THIS POSSIBILITY HAS BEEN 
MENTIONED ALTHOUGH IT HAS BEEN IMPLICIT IN WHAT WE 
HAVE BEEN URGING THE GROC TO DO IN OUR DEMARCHES ON 
INDOCHINESE REFUGEES. 

6. MOFA ALSO JUST ADVISED THAT THE CONTACT POINT FOR 
U.S. OFFICIALS IN MALAYSIA FOR RECEIVING ANY APPLICATIONS 
FOR PERMANENT RESETTLEMENT IN TAIWAN BY ETHNIC CHINESE 
BOAT REFUGEES FROM INDOCHINA IS:
